General 

There  has  been  a  number  of  changes  in  the  social  structure 
during  the  past  year  which  have  been  reflected  in  the  work  of  the 
Voluntary  Hospitals,  not  the  least  of  which  is  free  medical  treat¬ 
ment  for  all  children  ot  maintained  schools. 

The  process  of  re-equipping  Halstead  Hospital  is  proceeding 
as  speedily  as  conditions  permit.  The  Outpatients’  Block  will  be 
soon  ready  for  use,  and  the  whole  electrical  installation  of  the 
Hospital  has  been  renewed  with  the  most  up-to-date  type  of 
lighting  and  fittings  designed  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of 
patients  and  staff.  New  mattresses  of  the  latest  design  have  been 
ordered  for  all  beds  and  will  be  delivered  when  supplies  permit. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Accounts  are  being  presented  in  a 
different  form  this  year  on  the  advice  of  the  Auditors,  Messrs. 
Luckin  and  Sheldrake.
